When 
we abolish duties on their products they meet 
us by raising duties on our manufactures and 


agricultural products. Sugar and wool are 


the main articles we place a duty on. Every 


advance toward free trade they meet with ad- 


ditional taxation. They levy an export duty 
on sugar, and we pay this tax in the sum of 
about $4,000,000 per year. Seventeen years 
ago we took off the duty on coffee and since 
then have paid $71,000,000 in export duties to

THE PRESIDENT AND 


Gen. Harrison Thinks the Question Should 
Be Met in the Tariff Bill. 

Wasmxorox, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Special]— 
The President has been talking reciprocity 
most of the day to Republican leaders in Con- 
gress. While not entirely clear as to details 
there is not the shadow of a doubt left that 
Gen. Harrison thinks the question raised by 
Secretary Blaine should be met in the Tariff 
bill. Senator Pierce’s amendment has come 
nearer meeting his views than anything else, 
but the discretionary power to reimpose tariff 
duties is something that the Precident con- 
tinues unwilling to be vested with. His most 
important visitors today were Chairman 
McKinley and Senator Allison. Maj. McKin- 
ley is a born peacemaker. He piled the 
duties up so high in his Tariff bill that the

only way for Western members to get out 


from under them was by going cross lots into 
the reciprocity pastures opened up by Secre- 
tary Blaine. Then the Major came forward 
and made known his willingness to meet the 
reciprocity members through the mediation 
of the President. His vanity was healed of 
any wounds it might have received by the as- 
surance that the President was not opposed to 
the McKinley bill, particularly the wool du- 
ties. The Chairman of the Ways and Means 
Committee agreed with both the President 
and Secretary Blaine as to the folly of throw- 
ing away the sugar duties. He thinks, how- 
ever, that it would be better to cut down the 
sugar duties one-half than to adopt Senator 
Pierce’s amendment with its immediate free 
sugar provision. Then the Major would be 
willing to have some sort of a general rec- 
iprocity resolution adopted, but would pre- 
fer that it should come from the Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee rather than from Ways and 
Means. 

Senator Allison has not been giving the 
reciprocity question so much attention, and 
part of his talk with the President related to 
the conditions of the appropriations and the 
possibility of Congress getting through its 
work by the middle of September. The Iowa 
Senator still looks upon the benefits to be 
gotten from sugar reciprocity as rather 
shadowy, but he will not stand in the way of a 
compromise. If there is to be reciprocity 
legislation, however, he wants it to go beyond 
sugar. Senator Allison has already given a 
qualified approval to Senator Aldrich’s 
scheme, which covers hides, coffee, and rub- 
ber.. In his view provision ought also to be 
made fo® wool. His logic on this point is in- 
vincible, but with Sherman in the Senate and 
McKinley in the House to represent the wool- 
growers logic has to give way to practical 
considerations, and wool will hardly find a 
place in any plan of reciprocity adopted. 

Senators Aldrich and Hiscock ef the Fi- 
nance Committee have also seen the Presi- 
dent since his return from Cape May and the 
Administration reciprocity amendment to the 
Tariff bill will probably be offered by Senator 
Aldrich some time next week. Allthe con- 
ferences with the President have helped to 
impress on the leaders in both Houses the 
necessity of pushing ahead the work so that 
the session shall not be prolonged indefinitely. 
This was seen in the Senate today when Sen- 
ator Frye gave notice that he would not call 
up the River and Harbor bill, and the Dem- 
ocratic Senators were made to understand 
that the Tariff bill must first be acted on, 


GOSSIP FROM THE CAPITAL, 


Wilson Satisfied with the Origi- 
nal-Package Bill. 

Wasutneror, D. C., Aug. 7.—[Special.]|— 
Senator Wilson (Iowa) has been interviewed 
on the Original-Package bill and is entirely 
satisfied with the measure as it goes to the 
President for approval. In response to a 
question whether there was any probability of 
a conflict between this legislation and future 
judicial action by the Supreme Court Senator 
Wilson replied : | 

„ don’t believe that such conflict is at all 
probable. Indeed, the legislation in question 
is in direct and harmonious response to 
the suggestion of the Supreme Court as 
expressed in the opinion in the so- 
called ‘original-package case.’ The court 
in that opinion said in express terms that 
Congress could give its permission for the do- 
ing of the exact thing which the bill in ques- 
tion allows to the States and Territories. In 
no respect does the said bill conflict with this 
suggestion of the court. While I regret that 
the action of the court made such legislation 
necessary for the protection of the great in- 
terests of health, morals, and domestic hap- 
piness, I can have no doubt that it will sus- 
tain and approve the permission which Con- 
gress has given in response to the judicial in- 
vitation proclaimed in the opinion in the 
original-package case. 

Who Will Succeed Clarkson? 

The question of a successor to Assistant 
Postmaster-General Clarkson is discussed 
with interest now that it is known with cer- 
tainty that Mr. Clarkson is soon to retire. 
The ever-blooming Chauncey I. Filley of St.

I want you to diligently search and 
inquire into all crimes in Perry County and bring 
criminals to justice. Render true verdicts. If it 
is murder say so; don’t say manslaughter. 
Yes, and arson. There stands the ruin of your 


court-house. It speaks for itself. I want you to 


find out who burned it. It is a matter which 


comes home to you and reaches your pocket- 


books. Set an example.

MEETING OF THE ANTI-LOTTERY LEAGUE 


First Day’s Proceedings of the Convention 
at Baton Rouge. 

Baton Rowan, La., Aug. 7.—The Anti-Lot- 
tery League met in convention here this after- 
noon. There were between 400 and 500 dele- 
gates present, including the delegates to the 
Farmers’ Alliance and about 200 who came in 
on a special train from New Orleans. 

When the Committee on Credentials made 
a partial report a Farmers’ Union delegate 
from Catahoula sai that no elec- 
tion for delegates h been held in 
that parish, but that it could be 
relied upon to give 1,200 majority against the 
lattery. This was loudly applauded, and the

Orleans said he was authorized to cast the 
vo % of Mayor Shakspeare against the lottery. 

T. F. Bell of Caddo was elected President 
and theappointment of a Vice-President from 
each parish was authorized to be made by the 
parish delegations.

paign.

They were 
taken from their cells singly and thoroughly 
searched.

A fire was started in the harness shop dur- 
ing the riot. The object of this was to force 
the prison officials to open the gates for the 
fire engines, and a crowd gathered there to 
bolt in the confusion. . Walter Evans, one of 
the “ Albany street gang, whipped out a re- 
volver and attempted to shoot the wall guards. 
His arm was caught, however, and those who 
tried to scale the walls were beaten back.

How a British Soldier at Jamaica Tried to 
Get Even with His Enemies. 
Hazirax, N. S., Aug. 7:—[Special.]—Ad- 
vices received here today by steamer from 
Kingston, Jamaica, give the particulars of a 
terrible shooting affray near Port Royal. It 
appears that Sergt. White of the West 
India Regiment has been in charge of 
the guard at Fort Augusta for nearly 
six months, being sent there as a punishment 
for insubordination. The post being a lonely 
one, he often applied to Capt. Norris, through 
the Sergeant-Major, for leave to see 
his family but the applications were from 
time to time refused Enraged at 
being so often 
an inveterate hatred for Capt. Norris and the 
Sergeant-Major. Accordingly, after securing 
over seventy rounds of ammunition and the 
keys of the gates he proceeded to the Apos- 
tles’ battery, in the absence of the officers, 
and took up a ‘position in an 
aperture where he was free from ob- 
servation.

The defeat of the 
army of Guatemala by the soldiers of Salva- 
dor is complete. Anarchy reigns in Guate- 
mala, and to add to the difficulties of Barillas’ 
position Gen. Barrundia has invaded the coun- 
try from the Mexican frontier. The troops of 
Salvador, under Gen. Antonio Ezeta, have 
gone back to the frontier to push on the in- 
vasion of Guatemala. 

A Salvador dispatch says: The forces of 
Gen. Miranda, an accomplice of the traitor 
Rivas; who aspires to the Presidency of 
Salvador, have been routed, and Salvador 
is now free from marauding bands. The diplo- 
matic corps has made no proposition looking 
to peace, though when asked if offers would be 
accepted in favor of peace Gen, Ezeta an- 
swered in the affirmative. 

Crry or Guatremara, Aug. 7.—[Special.]— 
President Barillas is much incensed at a num- 
ber of the foreign Consuls resident in this Re- 
public, more especially so with those officials 
from whose countries there are no diplomatic 
representatives in Central America. The al- 
leged cause of President Barillas’ displeasure is 
that those Consuls from foreign Powers have 
refused to send to their respective Govern- 
ments favorable and flattering reports con- 
cerning Guatemala’s action toward Salvador 
in the war between the two countries. Late 
last night the following acuerdo, or govern- 
mental decree, was circulated : 

The Government, being authorized by the Con- 
stitution of the Republic to withdraw the exe- 
quator granted to the Consuls resident in the 
country, has deemed it advisable to withdraw 
that granted to the Consul of Mexico, Don Jose 
Francisco Diez de Bonilla. 

The above was rubricated by the President 
and signed by E. Martinez Sobral, Minister of 
Foreign affairs. 

A like decree was also issued regarding the 
Consul from the Argentine Republic, ag well 
as for others whose names are not yet known. 
There is much indignation felt among all the 
foreign residents here at President Barilla’s 
action. 

Thé Guatemalan Minister Resident in Paris, 
Don Crisanto Medina, was cabled by the Gov- 
ernment of Guatemala today and requested 
to inform the bankers of the Cottu syndicate, 
who were to loan Guatemala $21,000,000, 


that the war between Salvador. and. 


mala would in no way interfere with the ar- 
rangements entered into by the Guatemalan 
Government, and that the latter would 
strictly adhere to its promise, provided the 
money was handed over to Guatemala. Min- 
ister Medina was also told to use every effort, so 
that Cottu’s people would place their faith in 
the project and to have the negotiations 
reopened. The bonds of the in- 
ternal debt of Guatemala have 
fallen 15 per cent in this Capital, as in- 
roads have been made on the collections of the 
customs-houses which had been set apart to 
pay the interest and redemption of the internal 
bonds. 

The cause of the withdrawal of the Mexican 
Consul’s exyequatur became known this even- 
ing. Sefior Diez de Bonilla, the Mexican Con- 
sul, was the general agent of the Mexican 
International Telegraph company between 
Mexico and Guatemala, ana forwarded all 
dispatches for Mexico, the United States, and 
Europe via the Mexican land lines and the 
Western telegraph company at El Paso. 
Bonilla refused to falsify the war news to 
please President Barillas, who in retaliation 
took away his exequatur. 

It is said that the Minister of War had to 
flee from the city in order to escape the venge- 
ance of the widows and wives of the killed and 
wounded soldiers in the war with Salvador. 
It is not known where he has gone. It is pos- 
itively known that Romana was at the head of 
a Conservative revolutionary plot in the Capi- 
tal, having for its object the overthrow of Ba- 
rillas and the restoration of the Church party, 
with the exiled General, Julio Garcia Grana- 
dos, as its leader. Granados is now in Nicar- 


agua. 
TAILORS DISCUSSING THE TARIFF, 


They Want the Duty on Manufactured 
Goods Equal to That on Material. 

Boston, Mass., Aug. 7.—[Special.}]—The 
Merchant Tailors’ National Exchange com- 
pleted its business session here today. The 
tariff was the leading topic of discussion. Mr. 
Mathews of Chicago, on behalf of the Tariff 
Committee, presented a report, which is to be 
sent to Congress, suggesting changes the 
effect of which would be to equalize the duties 
on clothmg and materials in the pending bill 
on the tariff. Statistics had been prepared by 
the committee showing the amount of ma- 
terials going into a suit of clothes. These 
statistics had been forwarded to Mr. McKin- 
ley with the request that the tariff on manu- 
factured clothes be made. equal to that on 


materials. The effect was the raising of the 


tariff on clothing to 60 per cent from 35 per 
cent and from 40 cents per pound to 45 cents, 
or about 30 per cent. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, the tariff on materials had been raised 
correspondingly. Sixty per cent represents 
the duty on raw materials in coats and 50 per 
cent on a coat made. There should be a duty 
of 120 per cent at least, and there should be 
no uncertainty in regard to the meaning of 
the clause containing the above words. At

They Nominated the 
Rev. John W. Reeder for Congress, 
Which Means the Rout of the Demo- 


crates and the Retiring of George W. 
Fithian to Private Life—Col. Busey 
Nominated by the Democrats of the 
Fifteenth District. 

Oxxnx, III., Aug. 7.—[Special.]—John W, 
Reeder, a Methodist preacher stationed at 
Newton, Jasper County, was today nominated 
by the F. M. B. A. as a candidate for Con- 
gress from the Sixteenth District. This al- 
most insures the defeat of the incumbent, 
George W. Fithian, who was elected by about 
800 majority. Mr. Reeder will draw at least 
1,500 votes from the Democrats and Mr. 
Fithian will retire to private life. This action 
marks an era in the polities of the district and 
will create a vast. deal of talk 
throughout the State. Fithian’s friends have 
been fighting like tigers against a nomination 
by the F. M. B. A., realizing the dangers that 
lie in it. Fithian’s friends came here today 
and resisted the action of the convention to 
the lat. 

The convention itself was a surprise. No 
one in Olney knew of its coming. Several 
delegates arrived last night and informed the 
folks in the stores that a nomination would be 
made today. Still no one placed any credence 
in their story. It. was not until the green- 
sward in front of tht court-house was covered 
with strangers this morning, and the bell gave 
notice that sumething was about to happen 
that Olney woke up tothe fact that it was 
again honored with an important occasion. 

The Democrats were droused. Our old 
legislative friend, Cochennour of Richland, tied 
his old sway-backed, dun-colored horse to a 
hitching post, and knocking out of his pipe 
the peck of ashes and fire it always contained, 
went into action. He begged the delegates 
not to make a nomination, assuring them 
that Mr. Fithian was the friend of the 
farmers and in accord with the 
laboring classes on the great questions of the 
day. That eminent statesman, Mr. Shepler of 
Cumberland, was there, too. He, like Mr. 
Cochennour, did missionary work, and with 
this pair of worthies was a great, big, portly 
traveling man living near Danville, who de- 
serves special mention for his efforts in Mr. 
Fithian's behalf. The Republicans caught the 
infection, too, and mingled among the dele- 
gates. Charley Ferriman must have towed 
twenty men over to the corner, just opposite 
the court-house, where there was a place with 
screen-doors a counter and a big 
ice-box, and big earthen m like 
those at the White Chapel Club. en inva- 
riably with Charley Ferriman as they 
crossed the street on the road to the corner.

They Were Genuine Grangers. 


There was as much excitement in the court- 
house today as Olney has known since the 
last big lawsuit. room was full of 
Granger, not the ideal farmers who live in 
town and hire out their possessions, but the 
real fellows with skins as brown as a Westmore- 
land country ham, and hands with 
in the palms thereof as big and as hard as 
white alley marbles. There was a noticeable 
absence of style as regards little details of 
dress.

BURKE HELD AS AN ACCESSORY. 


The Accomplice of Murderer Dennison 
Bound Over by Justice White. 

Police Justice White yesterday morning 
placed Thomas Burke, the accomplice of mur- 
derer Dennison, under $20,000 bonds to appear 
before the Criminal Court for trial on the 
charge of murder. Early yesterday morning 
Mrs. Anna Dillon appeared at the West Chi- 
cago Avenue Police Station and identified 
Burke as the man who was at her husband’s 
saloon at the time of the murder. When the 
case was called in the West Chic Avenue 
Police Court Attorney Porter asked for 4 
change of venue, which was granted. The 
case was then transferred to the Desplaines 
Street Police Court for trail. 

Mrs. Dillon was the first witness introduced 
by the prosecution when the case came up in 
Justice White’s court. She stated ‘that the 
night of the murder she was sitting in front 
of her husband’s saloon. Mr. Dillon, Officer 
Leist, and two other men were present. Short- 
ly after 10 o’clock Burke drove up and com- 
menced to talk about a hitching-weight he had 
lost. He talked loudly and for a while at- 
tractea their whole attention. Suddenly Mr. 
Dillon turned toward the door of the saloon 
saying that he heard anoise. Elliott, the bar- 
tender, followed him into the saloon. A mo- 
ment later Dennison ran out, followed by 
Dillon and Elliott. 

When Dennison reached the sidewalk he 
turned and shot at Dillon. The ball passed 
over Mrs. Dillon’s left shoulder and entered 
her husband’s breast. Dennison then filed, 
pursued by Officer Leist. Burke’s horse seems 
to have become frightened, for the next time 
Burke was seen he was sitting in his buggy 
and inquiri if Dillon was seriously hurt. 
Twice after this he drove away and returned. 

Officer Leist testified to the fact that Burke 
drove up to the saloon and began to talk face- 
tiously to Dillon and his wife about the lost 
weight. He also described the circumstances 
of the murder substantially as they were de- 
scribed oy Mrs. Dillon. 

Thomas Burke made a clumsy statement 
which did not tend to substantiate the state- 
ments that he is one of the shrewdest thieves 
in Chi . Contrary to the assertions of his 
attorney he said that he discovered the loss of 
the weight after he arrived at the saloon and 
then explained his visit, when pressed for an 
explanation, as a “sociable call. He admit- 

meeting Dennison a few hours before his 
call in a saloon on Indiana street. 

Patrick Hannon, a saloonkeeper at No. 428 
Indiana street, testified to the meeting be- 
tween Burke and Dennison in his saloon only 
a short time before the murder. 

Justice White then decided to place Burke 
under heavy bonds to appear before the Crimi- 
nal Court.

THE DELEGATES WERE TIRED OUT. 


Carpenters Fatigued by Wednesday Night's 
‘Banquet and Ball—Strike Talk. 

Barely a quorum was on hand at the hour 
set for opening the Carpenters’ Convention at 
Uhlich’s Hall yesterday morning. The festivi- 
ties of the night before had kept the delegates 
in bed. The Chicago members were the 
recipients of congratulations on the success of 
the banquet and ball. 

The morning session was devoted to the 
revision of the constitution, though progress 
was slow. At the afternoon session work was 
again resumed. A motion to hold an evening 
session was adopted. The constitutional 
revision will be completed by this 
evening or tomorrow morning, when 
other business of the convention will come up. 
It has been decided by the Chicago and West- 
ern delegates that this city will not present a 
candidate for President, as such action might 
prejudice other sections when Chicago ma 
a fight to have the general offices and head- 
quarters located here. To use the language 
of one of the Chicago delegates, “This city 
can’t afford to play hog.” 

Said a local er among the carpenters 
yesterday: ‘The strike question is agitating 
the union carpenters of this city. They want 
to and they don’t want to strike. To preserve 
their sense of dignity they will have to quit 
work, for ifthey continue working they are 
in about the same position as are non- 
union men. 

„The new bosses’ association,” he contin- 
ued, agreed to submit to the ruling of the 
Arbitration Committee, and must do 80. 
Here is a point the general publie lost sight of 
entirely. When the agreement was reached it 
was resolved that every one of the new bosses 
should sign a personal contract. Had nego- 
tiations with the old. bosses been successful 
do you suppose we would have asked 
them to do anything of the kind! No, sir! 
We would simply have taken their word for 
it. Now we propose to make these men who 
have signed ‘contracts abiae by them, or else 
we will strike.“ 

Since the first. rumors were started of a 
threatened breaking of the agreement be- 
tween the new bosses and the carpenters the 
old bosses’ association, of which Mr. Goldie is 
President, has become active, it is said. It is 
claimed that measures are being taken to 
widen the breach between the carpenters and 
the new bosses. It is said that the old bosses’ 
association has had trouble getting workmen, 
and that members of the association are be- 
hind on their contracts. 

At 7:30 p. m. the delegates held another ses- 
sion and as a Committee of the Whole worked 
on the constitution for three and a half hours. 
At 11 o' clock adjournment was taken until 8 
o’clock this morning. Over fifty sections of 
the new constitution have been revised. B 
fore being adopted the new constitution will 
have to be submitted to the local unions, 

The scheme for uniting the Amalgamated 
and United Brotherhoods has been abandoned, 
obstacles interposing which could not be re- 
moved. The constitution has been 2 
so as to bring into closer relationship the two 
brotherhoods.

Nor many weeks ago Senator Frye was 
throwing cold water on Mr. Blaine’s reciproc 
ity plan.

CROWDS ON THE LAKE-FRONT. 

Night before last the visiting Odd-Fellows 
gave a display of fireworks on the Lake-Front. 
Any entertainment of that kind may be 
trusted to draw a crowd, and this particular 
one did not fail to do so. It is estimated that 
there were 25,000 persons within the inclosure 
on the Lake-Front, while thousands more 
packed the neighboring streets. There were 
four entrances to the fenced-off space where 
the fireworks were let off, but the crowd, as is 
customary, insisted on forcing its way in by 
one. The police found themselves helpless in 
the presence of an immense throng bent on 
going in at a particular gate, and it took an 
hour and a half before the people could be 
made to understand that there were other en- 
trances and the jam at that particular one 
could be relieved. 

No accidents happened, such as occurred 
the night of the Washington Centennial. That 
none did was due in part to the remembrance 
of that dreadful jam. But the slightest thing 
might have stampeded the crowd, and in that 
case the police would have been as impotent 
and the casualities as serious as a year ago. 

Large as gathering on the Lake-Front 
was W night, it is the hope of the 
directors of the Fair that it will be much 
larger three years hence. They hope to have 
a hundred thousand or more visitors at that 
part of the Fair which will be on the Lake- 
Front, and they trust they will be there by 
night as well as by day. Therefore they ought 
to begin to consider in good time the question 
how the safety of the visitors whom they ex- 
pect to entertain is to be secured; how the 
tendency of one man to do what he sees an- 
other doing is to be checked; how, in short, 
paternal discipline can be maintained over a 
vast army of men, women, and children liable 
to go wild with sudden alarms. It is a prob- 
lem which requires careful consideration. 

Until the directors have made their final 
arrangements for filling east of the Illinois 
Central tracks they cannot pass on it in- 
telligently. It will be necessary to leave a 
good portion of the present Lake-Front for an

Michigan avenue is not wide enough for the 
purpose. There must be between the street 
and the buildings a broad open space, in 
which a crowd may break up. The larger it 
is the better, for a gathering of a hundred 
thousand persons, unless made up of disci- 
plined soldiers, is a most unwieldy mass. 
When it has been decided how much land is 
to be made by filling, then the problem of 
supplying sufficient approaches across the 
Illinois Central tracks and of providing need- 
ful open space can be considered. 

There will no doubt be at times a 
jams on the east and west streets, for the 
crowds will not divide evenly among them. 
But as a general thing these inconveniences 
can be remedied by an efficient system of 
policing, whichwill make people keep to the 
right and not let them stray all over the side- 
walk, and by compelling persons to move 
on even if they do want to stop and talk. It 
is nearer the Exposition buildings that the 
greatest danger will be, and the directors 
must tax their brains to find some way by 
which it can be averted. 


THE RAILROADS AND THE BOARDS OF 
TRADE. 


It is a pretty formidable undertaking to 
fight a railroad company, said an official of 
the British Railway Commission when asked 
to explain why more complaints and suits 
were not brought against the carriers in that 
country. That the same explanation will 
serve in the United States is pretty well estab- 
lished by the proceedings of the representa- 
tives of trade associations who met m this 
city a few days ago to protest against the new 
bill of lading -adopted by the Pennsylvania 
and Vanderbilt railroad systems. The dele- 
gates thought the proposed action of the rail- 
roads little short of an outrage, and did not 
mince words in denouncing the corporations, 
but when it eame to making specific demands 
or taking other positive action there was a 
considerable oozing out of courage. The 
average shipper or merchant does not enter 
into a contest with a railroad company with 
quite the same impetuosity and enthusiasm 
with which Gov. Gordon recently proposed a 
trade boycott against the North. 

Instead of attempting to fight the new bill 
of lading and trying to have carriers re- 
strained casting off their common-law 
liability in field of inter-State as well as 
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not bound to deliver the full amount of grain 
intrusted to them or make up for any short- 


ordinary duty of a common carrier to carry 
freight safely and with due care the railroads 
ordinary commercial rates prevail only when 
they are released from the liability put on 
them by common law. Even organized 
bodies of shippers will not venture to contest 
that claim against powerful railroad corpora- 
tions, and hence there is all the more reason 
why Congress and the State Legislatures 
should do so, Individuals and trade associa- 
tions are pot powerful enough to cope with 
the railroads 


PAYING DEBTS IN MONEY OR OTHER 
PROPERTY. 

The Iowa Democrats in their platform sol- 
emnly and stupidly “denounce as unjust 
and dishonest the provision of the law recent- 
ly enacted allowing parties to stipulate against 
payment in silver and silver oertiflcates. No 
law of recent enactment has anything to say 
pro or con about payment in silver certifi- 
cates,” but the blundering reference of the 
Iowa Democrats was no doubt intendéd to ap- 
ply to the act adopted a few weeks ago, which 
authorizes the issuance of Treasury notes 
based on bullion, It is true that in this law 
recently enacted’? Congress recognizes the 
right of individuals to make their contracts 
payable in other money or other property than 
Treasury notes if they desire. This provision 
instead of being new is taken from 
the Bland Silver act, in which it has 
stood for over twelve years with 
dut exciting any protests in Iowa strong 
enough to be heard on this side of the Missis- 
sippi. Any honest Iowa Democrat who knows 
that this provision has been in effect for the 
last twelve years must see the absurdity of 
giving the new Treasury notes a different 
legal tender character than is possessed by the 
coin they represent and in which they are to 
be redeemed. Can't the Iowa Domocrats see 
that they are making themselves ridiculous? 
Why should the new notes be made legal 
tender to an extent that was never thought of 
in connection with greenbacks, National bank 
notes, coin certificates, or even gold itself? 
Are lowa Bourbons so dissatisfied with green- 


backs as legal tender that they want some- 


thing better 

The Iowa Democrats have the cart before 
the horse. The really dishonest and dishonor- 
able thing for Congress to do would be to make 
the naw Treasury notes a legal tender in the 
payment of debts when the parties themselves 
stipulate for something else. Under such a 
provision the Government itself could use 
these notes dishonestly in redeeming gold cer- 
tificates. Having deliberately induced indi- 
viduals to deposit gold coin in the Treasury 
and obtaining possession of the precious 
metal under a promise to return it on 
demand and giving a receipt or certificate to 
that effect the lowa Democrats nevertheless 
declare that the Government must break its 
pledge. They desire that where the Treasury 
received gold it shall pay back silver, not- 
withstanding its promise to return to deposit- 
ors the same coin received from them. The 
action proposed would be dishonest and de- 
structive of the credit of the Government. 
Congress could not honorably or decently 
make one kind of money a legal tender for 
debts where stipulations had been made for 
another, and there was no more reason why 
the Government should repudiate its past con- 
tracts than why it should deprive citizens of 
the right.to enter into such future agreements 
as they see fit respecting the payment of debts 
in gold, silver, copper, wheat, corn, pork, or 
anything else. There is no reason why, if an 
Iowa farmer makes a contract to deliver grain 
or beef, he should not be held to his bargain, 
and if he wants to pay in farm products in- 
stead of money why should he be denied the 
right to make his contracts accordingly and 
have them enforced? The declaration of the 
Iowa Democrats was intended as a bit of 
demagogy, but is in fact nothing but sheer 
stupidity 


AMUSING BLUNDERS WITH FIGURES. 

The Inter-Ocean has accepted as gospel 
Speaker Reed’s assertion that reciprocity with 
the Hawaiian Islands does not pay, and that 
therefore it would not pay with the Latin- 
American States. To prove its case it plunges 
into the Commerce and Navigation Report for 
1889 and emerges therefrom with the follow- 
ing funny figures: 

It is worth while to reflect upon the immense 
advantages gained by us from reciprocity with 
the Hawaiian Kingdom before we hasten to make 
like treaties with other nations.. We made 
Hawaiian sugar free and imported it to the value 
of more than $12,000,000 in 1889. In return the 
Hawaiian Kingdom bought goods from us to the 
great sum of $39,621, of which $11,428 went duty 
free into the ports of that kingdom, while $23,193 
paid duty. Our farmers must have been greatly 
benefited by this reciprocity. For of the total of 
$39,621 shipped by this Republic to that kingdom 
$1,093 was represented by champagne, $1,521 by 
cigars and cigarettes, $341 by brandy, and $2,397 
by ather spirituous liquors. In return for our 
purchase of $12,000,000 of sugar the Hawaiians 
bought American made woolen cloth to the value 
of $733, and all other woolen manufactures to the 


value of $312. In short, we “ reciprocated” free 


sugar to the value of $12,000,000 for trade of less 
value than the weekly custom of any one of half 
a dozen State street stores. There is a lesson of 
carefulness in future reciprocity to be learned 
from this. 


The lesson for the Jnter-Ocean to learn is 
one of carefulness in the use of statistics. By 
a blunder which is so absurd that it must have 
been unintentional it gives the exports of for- 
eign merchandise from the United States to 
the Hawaiian Islands instead of those of do- 
mestic merchandise. Thus it was not $733 
worth of American-made woolen cloth but of 
foreign-made wvolen cloth that was sent to 
the islands. The champagne sent there was 
made in France, not the United States. The 
total value of American manufactures and 
products sent to the islands was $3,336,040, or 
over three-fourths of their total imports. Of 
this $400,000 was breadstuffs. That benefited 
the American farmer. The consumption of 
American products was at the rate of $34 per 
capita, while Brazil imports American prod- 
ucts’ at the rate of 66 cents per head. The 
Inter-Ocean will correct its blunder, no doubt,

THE CLAYTON-BRECKINEIDGE — 
The House Committee on Elections has 


made its report on the Clayton-Breckinridge 
case. It finds that Breckinridge was not 
elected and that his seat is vacant. The nght- 
ful claimant cannot take possession, for, as 
the committee says, never before has a con- 


“test for a seat in Congress been terminated - 


“by the bullet of an assassin. In other 
cases, when a Democratic majority has been 
in power the Republican claimant has had to 
yield to fraud. With a Republican majority 
in power the rightful claimant has come to 
his own, but in this case the assfssin’s bullet 
has done its dastardly work, and proceedings 
can go no further than to declare the blood- 
stained record of Breckinridge invalid. The 
committee has declared he holds ‘his seat il- 
legally, and that three other murders, those 
of Smith, a detective, Bently, brother of a sus- 
pect, and Benjamin, a Republican, all of 
whom were helping to bring the guilty parties 
to justice, were committed so that the crimes 
against the ballot of which Breckinridge was 
the beneficiary might be concealed. Not one 
of the parties engaged in the frauds or the 
murders has been punished. Such is the 
bloody record which stains the credentials of 
Breckinridge, 

No one believes that he 18 guilty of these 
murders or that he had any knowledge of 
them, but at the same time no one can believe 
that he was elected legally. Had he been 
these murders would not have been committed. 
Had he obtained a majority it would not have 
been necessary to steal the ballot-boxes in the 
first instance or to kill Clayton in order to 
prevent a contest of the election. No one 
therefore can doubt the justice of the commit- 
tee’s report. Equally no one who is fair- 
minded can fail to condemn Breckinridge for 
his course in holding a seat thus obtained in- 
stead of resigning his claims to it and doing 
all in his power to apprehend and punish the 
villains who slew his opponent. Fortunately 
there is no occasion to doubt that the House 
will adopt its committee’s report and thus 
brand political assassination with the evi- 
dences of its disapproval. It cannot do less 
than this. It would be untrue to republican 
principles if it condoned frauds at the ballot- 
box supplemented by murder. 
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THE LOTTERY BILL. 

The House Post-Office Committee has at 
last made a favorable report upon the Lottery 
bill and itis regularly upon the calendar. 
There is no reason, under the rules of the 
House, why it should not be reached and acted 
upon promptly. Reports from Washington 
agree that a large majority of that body will 
vote for it, and its passage, if it can only be 
brought toa vote, is considered a foregone 
conclusion. It is further reported that all the 
Republican members of the committee pres- 
ent voted for it, and that the only two Demo- 
cratic members present—Anderson of Mis- 
sissippi and Hayes of lowa—voted against it. 
The only Democratic member of the commit- 
tee—Blount of Georgia—who favors the bill 
was absent. The showing is what might have 
been expected in the crisis of the. pet Demo- 
eratic measure of Louisiana. Special credit 
is accorded to Messrs. Hopkins of Illinois and 
Caldwell of Ohio for their efforts to expedite 
action on the bill, and Gen. Bingham, Chair- 
man of the committee, who has suffered some 
pretty sharp criticism for alleged indifference, 
if not hostility, to the bill, has expressed him- 
self in its favor, and is exonerated thus by the 
Philadelphia Press: 

No one, we believe, has chafed more over this 
delay than the Chairman of the Post-Office Com- 
mittee, and now that by the prompt action of his 
committee it is ended happily we look to see him 
crown his long but hitherto unknown efforts in 
béhalf of this reform in the committee-room by 
its triumphant passage in the House. This would 
be of a piece with Gen. Bingham’s long and brill- 
iant services in the field of post-office reform. 

Now that the committee has reported the 
bill, that the majority of the House favors the 
passage, and that the way to such passage un- 
der the rules is clear, there will be but one 
criticism if Congress shall adjourn without 
action. It will be understood generally that 
the lottery lobby has been powerful enough to 
prevent it. The lottery’s agents and lobbyists 
are on the ground in force. They are ready 
to disburse the boodle of the lottery with a 
lavish hand. If, therefore, it fails to reach a 
vote, or, worse still, if it be defeated, the peo- 
ple will believe that the lottery’s money did 
the work, and it will be a natural inference, 
for if the majority is in favor of its passage, 
that same majority has control of the busi- 
ness of the House under its new rules. The 
way is provided for wiping out this colossal 
gambling concern, which is fleecing not alone 
the people of Louisiana but the people of 
every State and Territory in the Union. The 
bill has the support of the President, the 
Postmaster-General, the House committee, 
the public press, and the overwhelming ma- 
jority of the people. They are unanimous in 
demanding its prompt passage. If they are 
disappointed it will require extraordinary 
reasons to convince their constituents that 
those who have proved themselves unfaithful 
to duty should be allowed to return to Con- 
gress, 


THE KEMMLER EXECUTION. 

There are only two phases of the Kemmler 
dase which may be considered as absolutely 
certain—first, that he committed murder and 
deserved to die; and, second, that he is dead. 
The manner of his taking off will be a matter 
of controversy between medical experts on 
the one hand and electrical experts on the 
other. Meanwhile it must be admitted that the 
first experiment in electrocy4jon has aroused 
a storm of unfavorable o m on the part of 
the public, and it will n surprising if it 
leads to a vigorous demand for the repeal of 
the law. 

The doctors present generally declare that 
Kemmler was unconscious after the first shock. 
Whether he was or was not must remain a 
mystery. It is evident from their actions and 
their declarations, at least, that they did not 
believe him -dead, and there are physicians 
who will and do claim that they could have 
revived him. The Warden, who has been the 
focus of all the electrical wrangling for 
months past, evidently has no opinion to ex- 
press and probably would rejoice if he knew 
it were the last time he would have to killa 
man with electricity. It is more than likely, 
if his lips were unsealed, he would tell a story 
of interference with justice that would put an 
end to electrocution. Dr. Shrady expresses 
his opinion with considerable caution, but de- 
clares that the scene was most harrowing.” 
How could it have been otherwise? The 
spectacle of thé poor wretch’s body struggling 
to regain its consciousness and life after the 
first shock, whether it were only muscular re- 
flex action or not, and burned and scorched 
after the last shock, was not calculated to in- 
spire any feelings except those of repulsion. 
Dr. Spitzka’s opinion concedes the uncertainty 
of this form of punishment. He says: ee 

I regard this as by far a more dignified execu- 
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make their tests, and the day before the execu- 
tion Superintendent Barnes, who had charge 
of the Auburn Prison plant, declared that the 
apparatus would work effectually, that the cur- 
rent would go back and forth through Kemm- 
ler’s body several hundred times, that there 


would be no break of the skin, and that it 


would kill him instantly. That it did not is 
sufficiently evident, aud that there is an ele- 
ment of uncertainty in electrocution will im- 
press almost every one who reads the details, 
as it did Dr, Spitaka. 

It is settled, unless the Governor interferes 
by commuting his sentence, that another test 
will.be made upon a murderer whose case is 
beyond appeal and whose punishment must 
occur before the meeting of the 
whether it be disposed to repeal the law 5 
not. Should there be any uncertainty in that 
case it will intensify the demand for repeal. 
The most favorable criticism that can be 
passed now is that in Kemmler’s case the 
method of death was not the success which 
was promised, and that as an agency for kill- 
ing a man by due process of law electrocution 
has not yet demonstrated its superiority to 
hanging. Indeed, the evidence, so far as de- 
veloped, is allthe other way, and the burden 
of proof rests more heavily than ever upon 
the advocates of the new system. The general 
expression of opinion now favors the allega- 
tion made by counsel that execution by elec- 
tricity is both unusual and cruel.’’ 


Tun mischievous tendency of the Govern- 
ment subsidy is illustrated by some of the 
present conditions in the Argentine country. 
The speculative troubles which have led to 
a political convulsion were in large part due 
to the promise of liberal subsidies to the farm- 
ing interest. Previous to last year the great 
planters had devoted their energies to the rais- 
ing of cattle and the curing and shipment of 
hides to other countries. But they found the 
soil to be productive and conceived the idea 
of rausing vast quantities of grain for export. 
The Government promised them aid in mak- 
ing a profit on their surplus, and they went en- 
thusiastically into the business of agriculture. 
They sent commissioners to the United States 
to gain information about Northern methods 
of seeding and harvesting, bought elevators 
here, and employed artisans from this country 
to set them up where they would be needed, 
and in various other ways committed them- 
selves heavily to the debtor side of the ac- 
count, which they fondly hoped soon would 
make them rich. But the realizing of profit 
on the extravagant investment was slow; they 
found themselves deeply in debt for prelimi- 
naries, with little or no produce in hand on 
which they could claim the promised subsidy, 
and were practically bankrupt in sight of the 
anticipated success. But for the hope of Gov- 
ernment aid in competing with the grain 
growers of other countries the progress would 
have been one of slower but sur. and healthy 
expansion into a source of large food supply 
for Europe. It is believed that disappoint- 
ment at the outcome formed an important 
element in the dissatisfaction which brought 
about the political troubles recently reported.

KILLED IN A BOILER EXPLOSION, 


A Frightful Accident in Indiana Causes the 
Death of Two Men.

Minnzapouis, Minn., Aug. 7.—[Special.]— 
What seems to be a swindling concern dealing 
in lands was discovered today. The institu- 
tion is known as the Western Land Agency 
and has been doing business in Minneapolis 
for the last two weeks. To a decoy purchaser 
the manager said this afternoon: “If you 
will go to Washington and buy 160-acres of 
timber land we will give you a round- 
trip railroad ticket, and when you 
get to the coast you can go to 
our office and they will provide you with $400 
with which to buy the land, the Government 
charging $2.50 per acre. After you have ac- 
quired title we will pay you $500 for the land, 
and you can return on the ticket we gave 
vou. The only money you will be 
required to advance us will 
be $17.50, which is one half of the 
cost of filing of the papers; we will pay the 
other half.” When the manager was con- 
fronted with this story he said, with evident 
nervousness: I will admit that the transac- 
tion is a little fishy, but it simply amounts to 
a little game to get the timber lands. The 
Government will not sell more than 150 acres 
to the same person, but we can afford to pay

FAST WORK IN MAKING MATCHES. 


One Machine Can Cut Out 10,000,000 Sticks 
in a Day. 


Woodworker: The operation of making 
matches ,from a pine log may be divided into 


four heads—namely : 

Preparing the splints, dipping the matches, 
box making and filling. When the timber is 
brought into the cutting room of the factory it 
is seized upon by a gang of men, who place it 
before a circular saw, where it is cut into 
blocks fifteen inches long, which is the length 
of 28 . It is then * 8 its bark 
an en — the, where, b 
means of a special form of fixed cutting band 
running its encire length, a continuous tool, 
the thickness of the match is cut off. 

As the block revolves and decreases in 
diameter the knife advances and a band of 
veneer of uniform thickness is obtained. As 
the veneer rolls off the knife it is met by eight 
small knives, which cut it into seven separate 
bands, each the size of a match. By this one 
operation seven long ribbons of wood, each 
the length and thickness of a match, are ob- 
tained. are then broken into pieces 
six feet long, the knotty parts removed, and 
they are then fed into a machine which looks 
and acts like a straw chopper, which cuts 
them into single matches. e machine eats 
150 bands at same time, and a mechanical 
device pushes them forward the thickness of 
a match at each stroke of the cutter. This 
little machine with its one sharp knife can cut 
over 10,000,000 matches a day. 

From the warns room the splints are taken 
to the dry room where they are placed in re- 
yolving which absorb all the moisture 
the splints may contain, They are then pre-

placed so to the others as to cause the 
mixture to clot the heads of the other splints.

CHICAGO SHIPPERS CAN’T STAND IT. 
The Inter-State Commission’s Order Gives 
St. Louis All the Advantage, 

The more the order of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Commission for a reduction in grain 
rates is considered the more apparent it be- 
comes that it cannot be carried out without 
serious injury to Chicago. As stated in Tux 
Trisung a few days ago the rates ordered by 
the commission give St. Louis an advantage 
that will force Chicago shippers out of the 
Western grain traffic. That city is allowed a 
differential rate of six cents on wheat from all 
Missouri River points, while at pres- 
ent the i ntial is only five 
cents. The tter differential was 
allowed St. Louis because it is entitled to 
it, but because if equalizes the through rates 
from all Missouri River points to the seaboard, 
both by way of St. Louis and Chicago. With 
a six- cent the through rate by way 
of St. Louis is one cent less than by Chicago. 

But in addition to this St. Louis will have 
another advantage of two cents per 100 
pounds. The order of the commission fixes 
the six-cent differential for East St, Louis as 
well as for St. Louis, thereby saving the bridge 
toll of two cents Which is now being added to 
shipments via St. Louis. Wheat can therefore 
be shipped from Omaha and all Missouri River 
points to the East via St. Louis at three cents 
per 100 pounds less than by way of Chicago. 

On corn the differential is flxed at flve cents, 
as now in effect, but as this differential ap- 
plies also to East St. Louis the bridge toll of 
two cents is saved by shipping via St. is. 

Chicago cannot stand such a discrimination. 
There is no reason why St. Louis should be 
allowed the same differentials from Omaha 
and Council Bluffs as from Kansas City. The 
distance between Omaha and St. Louis is near- 
ly the same as between Omaha and Chicago. 

re is neither reason nor justice in the com- 
mission's decision. Chicago shippers propose 
to take immediate steps to show the commis- 
sion that its decision is based on false conclu- 
sions, and to ask for a revision of the order. 


Decided Against the Railroads, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 7.—The Inter- 
State Commerce Commission announced its 
decision today in the case of the San Ber- 
nardino Board of Trade against the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa F railroad company and 
others in favor of the complainant.

A FEW SLIGHT REPUCTIONS AGREED 
| ro BY SENATE. 
: 


Mr. Edmunds Presents Figures to Show 
That the Direct Labor Cost in Convert- 
ing the Natural Elements Into Pig Iron, 
Steel Ingots, and Steel Rails Is 45 Per 
Cent of the Total Cost of the Manu- 
factured Product—Amendments to the 
General Deficiency Bill. 

Wasnuineron, D. C., Aug. 7.—The Senate 
met at 10 a. m. and a call showed that there 
were only thirty-two Senators—eleven less than 
aquorum—in attendance. After a short time 
a quorum was obtained, and, after some pre- 
liminary morning business, the Tariff bill 
was taken up, the pending question being on 
Mr. Vance’s amendment to reduce the duty 
on pig-iron (paragraph 128, page 25) from 8-10 
of a cent per pound to $5 per ton, 

Mr. Edmunds presented u letter received by 
him from Mr. Weaver, acting Commissioner 
of the Department of Labor, giving the 
figures of the cost of direct labor in the sev- 
eral processes of converting the natural el- 
ements into pig iron, Steel ingots, and steel 
rails, the total being 11.59 tor a ton of steel 
rails out of a total cost Of $25.77, or at the rate 
of 45 per cent for direct labor from beginning 
to end. 

Mr. Reagan remarked that that estimate 
was only one-half of Mr. Hewitt’s estimate, 
which was 90 percent. 

Mr. Edmunds explained that Mr. Hewitt’s 
statement included all the labor cost, while 
that now presented only applied to the direct 
labor cost.

Hence the measures urgently required are 
not the alleviatory but the eliminatory. The 
humanitarians are on the wrong tack in try- 
ing to preserve the weak. The wearying trial 
to make the bad good and develop tares into 
wheat is inst the law of heredity. Since as 
natural selection fails so largely in the human 
species, resort must be had to artificial selec- 
tion, and that speedily. The drunkard, the 
criminal, the morally weak, and the brutish 
should never come into society. Unsuitable 
births must be prevented as the only remedy 
of the evils of society. The author is very 
thorough-going, although even he does not 
venture to teH us frankly whether he would 
obtain his object by murder, mutilation, or 

im prisonment for life of those whom he would 

forbid to perpetuate their species. He says: 

The most important matter in society, the in- 
herent —— of the members which compose it. 
should regulated by trained specialists. In 
fact, the prime object in all social reforms is not 
to remove the temptation, bat the temptable.
